Govorr, >r Blanshard's Testimony before a 
Coraiuitteo of tho House of Commons, Juno 
loth, lo67, 

Continued. 

What Was the actual reception which 
Captain Langford met with when ho arrived 
on the Island ? — There had boon two log- 
houses put up, one of which lie was told to 
occupy with his family, and the otiier wus 
for his laborers. 

Loo; huts, containing one room each, of 
course '.' — yes. 

What was his position in society in 
England? — lie had held a commission in 
the army, mid L believe had Bold out a 1 . >ul 
10 years previously, and turned his atten- 
tion to farming in Kent, 

So that a gentleman of position Id Eng- 
laad was expected, with his family to live 
in a log hot, without any accommodation 
whatever ?— Exactly so. 

What stops wore taken for his accommo- 
dation afterwards ? — There was it small log 
hut at Victoria, which was handed over to 
him, in which he put away his family in 
the best way he could. 

What was the nature of this log hut at 
Victoria; of what size was it? — I suppose 
about 20 fcot by i-; something of that 
kind. 

Containing how many rooms? — It con- 
tained one at that time. 

So that lie was very little better oft in 
the new accommodation than be was in the 
old? — What I think you understand by the 
old accommodation were two bouses which 
were put up near Esquiiualt, where his 
farm was intended to be, and he declined to 
take his family there until he got a proper 
house for them, so that upon their first land- 
hag they were put into this other log but. 

Had he been promised a house to live in j 
on his arrival in Vancouver's Island in the 
first instance, on his leaving England ? — I 
should hardly think that ho expected to 
find one ready for him, but he certainly ex- 
pected better accommodation than In: found. 

Mr. Edward Ellice. — How do you know j 
all this? — Because when lie arrived there; 
he had a large family, and bis wife, who | 
was a most lady-like woman, was within it 
day or two of her confinement, and I gave 
them rooms in my house, being extremely 
sorry to sec an English lady reduced to 
such a state of incovcnienee. 

With regard to all that may have passed 
between Mr. Langford and any other par- 
tics in London, from what source have you 
the information as to what hopes and ex- 
pectations were hold out to him?- — Whttl 
Sir. Langford told me himself, The terms 
of his agreement spoke about his farm and 
what his remuneration was to lie. 

Have, you that agreement here? — That 
was his own agreement. 

Mr. Charles Uitzwilliiun. — He wasn con- 
nexion of yours was ho not? — Yes, he was 
a distant connexion of mine. 

Mr. Edward Ellice. — [lave you a copy of 
that agreement? — No, I have not; but n 
copy of that agreement would provo nothing 
boe^jw it oiofoly roforrod to -vhtf was to 



be done when he arrived on the island. It 
said nothing itbout what Ids expectations 
were when he nnived there, and what ho 
was to find ready to his hands. 

Mr, Charles I'it/.william. — You say that 
by his agreement he was to be supplied with 
seed, agricultural implements, and every- 
thing necessary to conduct a farm? — Yosi 

To whom had he to apply for those ar- 
ticles? — To Mr. Douglas. 

In what capacity; as Governor of the 
Puget Sound Company, or as chief 'factor of 
the Hudson's Bay Company? — That he did 
not seem at all dear about at first, and 1 
understand that there was some correspon- 
dence between them on the subject as to 
whothof Mr. Douglas would acknowledge 
himself as agent of the Puget Sound Com* 
panv, 

Mr. Edward Ellice.— Iii fact is Mr. Lang* 
ford still in the island in the service of the 
1'tiget Land Company? — I believe so. 

Mr. Charles FUzwillinm. — In what capa- 
city was Mr, Douglas in tin 1 island : was he 
as Governor of the Puget Sound Company, 
or as an officer of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany ? — As both. 

I think you said that Mr. Douglas rather 
denied Hint he had anything to do with 
the Paget Sound Company? — What passed 
between him and Mr. Langford I cnnnol 
tell, because I was not present : but Mr. 
Langford told me that he bad bepn obliged 
to write whether be was the manager of 
the Puget Sound Company or not. 

Do you know' what the answer was?— I 
really' did not inquire what the answer 
Was. 

Mr. Edward Ellice, — You said just now 
that Mr. Douglas I was governor of the Puget 
Land Company; how do you know that?— 
lie managed all their affairs, and directed 
what should be done indiscriminately with 
those of tho Hudson's Bay Companj : 1 did 
not say governor; I said manager, 

Cnn you tell us in any particular in what 
way be acted as governor or manager of the 
Pugot Land Company? — Merely that he 
directed that their accounts should I"' made 
out in the Hudson's Bay Company's office, 
I heard one of the officers grumbling about 
having to do the Puget Sotind CCmptlhy's 
work without remuneration : he apportioned 
men out; he took the managemen t of the 
men who came out there wilb agreements 
as Puget's Sound Company's men.

REGISTHATION OF REAL ESTATE BILL. 

The Bill to provide for the Registration 
of deeds and conveyances is evidently 
drawn up for the benefit of officials. 
It provides that no acknowledgement by 
the party executing in person a Deed shall 
be taken, unless in addition such party ac- 
knowledge that ho is the person menti mod 
in such, as the maker thereof, and whose 
name is subscribed thereto as a party : 
that he knows the contents thereof, and 
that he executed the same voluntarily ; and 
no certificate of such acknowledgement shall 
be valid, unless it recites in substance cud 
legal effect the facts required by this 
proviso. 

That no acknowledgement by en Attor- 
ney in fact shall be takon, unless BUch 
Attorney shall acknowledge that bo is t So ■ 

person who subscribed tho name to lie 
Deed; that said (naming the maker) is the 
same person mentioned in the Deed, as the 
maker thereof; that ho (the Attornoj in 
fact) knows tho contents of the Deed, and 
subscribed the name of the ranker thereto 
voluntarily, us the free act of tho said 
maker; and no certificate of such acknow- 
ledgement shall be valid, unless it shall 
recite in legal effect the facts required by 
this proviso. 

That no certificate of acknowledgement 
by n, MOlttiUg *9 a Corporstioo shall bo 



valid, unless it recites tliO facts required 
by this proviso. 

That no acknowledgement by a married 
woman shall be taken, unless such married 
woman shall be lirst made acquainted with 
the contents of the Conveyance, Deed, or 
Instrument) and the nature and effect 
thereof; and shall acknowledge on an ex-' 
aminaticn apart from and out of the hear- 
ing of her husband, that she knows the 
contents of the Conveyance, Deed, or In- 
strument, and understands the nature and 
effect thereof : that she executed the same 
voluntarily without fear of compulsion or 
undue influence of her husband ; that she 
is of full uge and competent understanding, 
and does not wish to ratrttci the execution 
of the same : and no portificato of such ac- 
knowledgement shall bo'valid, unless it 
recites in legal effect the lacta re [uircd by 
thi.s proviso. 

That no acknowledgement or proof by a 
subscribing witness shall betaken, unless 
such subscribing witness shall ocknowlcdge 
that he is the person whoso name is sub- 
scribed to the deed as a witness, and shall 
prove that (naming the maker) whose name 
is subscribed thereto as tho maker thereof, 
is the person mentioned therein as tho 
maker and did execute the Biini'c : and no 
certificate of such acknowledgement or 
proof shall bo valid, unless it recites in 
substance and legal effect the facts required 
! by this proviso. 

i Such are the lending provisions of this! 
section of tho Act, which renders the regis- 
tration of a deed - a piece of very intricate 
work. Tims it will be seen thai what was' 
intended as a security for purchasers of 
real estate, will be in effect a groat incum- 
brance. Tic provisions of this section are 
in addition to those contained in tho 13th 
which provides Thnt no acknowledgement 
of the execution of iinv Peed affecting any 
real estate within this Colony, u less the 
partj offering to make such acknowledge- j 
merit shall appcaj before the officer taking 
the same, and unless such party be either 
personally known to the oilier, or his iden- 
tity be proven bv the oath or affirmation of 
iii competent witness, and no certificate 
shall bo valid unh\-; it recites in substance 
and legal effect tho facts required by this 
Section, 

There is«no necessity or reason why the 
acknowledgement of deeds b) married ivo- 
mon should have bom inserted in the 
above section. It is not done in England, 
n u- is there any necessity for long and ex- 
pensive recitals, as provided f r, But per- 
haps the worst feature i:i ike Hill is t' e

The 29th section contains a list of fees 
of four to eight shillings for every little 
thing done in connection with e deed all in 
addition to the three shillings per folio, 
fancy charging a separate fee for endors- 
ing th r- hour and minute when a need was 
registered ! 

Tho bill is tho most monstrous extortion 
we over saw; sets at defiance tho English 
practice and will entail a great burthen on 
the owners of real estate, for tho expense of 
registration will bo more than the propara- 
♦ion.

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FIBS? STEP IN REFORM. 

Whatever may have boon tho evils under 
which ttns'colony 1ms laborqd during tho 
proprietorship of tho Hudson's Buy Compa- 
ny, — now, that its claim is supposed to 
bawcoasetl, wo should try tbavoid making 
them perpetual. Wo foar however thai 
greater ovils will bo porpotuated, except 
the conntryinsists on having :i new election, 
and a now House of Assembly, which 
will possess its confidence, and bo able 
to originato and carry out measures 
adapted to tho development of our resour- 
ces, and an economical disbursement < > 1" 1 1 1 < ■ 
public revenue No better evidence is re- 
quired by the country of 'tho unfitness of 
the pros. 'nt 1 Iun-'-, than leaving tho ques- 
tion of tho expiration of the Charter to sup- 
position. Had they discharged their duty, 
wo should lmvo hoard long ago, about the 
position in which our affairs stood, and tho 
hurdons which it was expected tho country 
should hour. But neithor the representa- 
tive of the monarch nor thoso of the people 
have deigned to notice a subject of such 
vital importance : their object boing appa- 
rently to impose a heavy debt on the coun- 
try without cither tho sanction of law or 
consent of the people. Worksite progress- 
ing now, nud n largo staff of officials hare 
to be supported; hut when; is tho money to 
come from to pay it? Either customs or 
taxes will have to be imposed to provide 
tho vavB and means. Standing orders of 
tho Home Government make tho colony 
self-supporting. As one instance of the 
rapid mannor in which wo are bding involv- 
ed, we bring forward tho Police department 
of this town. It costs the country very 
nearly or quite S2000 per month. To this 
must be added tho salaries of all the other 
officials in tho colony, what they ore wo 
cannot state esaotly, — neither can the in- 
formation be obtained. — Whether the au- 
thorities of tho colony are ashamed to own 
the salaries they are to get, or designedly 
decline to give tho information so essential 

t • t the public, till it is all Cut dnd dried to 
suit their pockets, we are not prepared to 

say, except it savors of both. Wo have ap- 
plied to tho acting Colonial Secretary, W. 
A. 1 >. Young Esq., for the information : but 
ho politely nod officially offered the names, 
but declined giving tho salaries :l s n would 
p issibly be an unpleasant subject to offi- 
ciulsiftho country commented on them. 
Now w-uen neither Assembly nor Executive 
will do their duty by tho conutry, it be- 
comes tho bounden duty of tho people to 
lake the matter in hand and promptly donl 
with the question of Legislative and de- 
partmental reform. 

Tho present House of Assembly design 
voting themselves porpotuai members, and 
keeping tho present head of the land de- 
partment in also; the object of which is 
to avoid an inquiry into tho mannor in 
which tho affairs of tho country have been 
conducted, and tho bind department in par- 
ticular. Against this un-English modo of 
keeping up tho appearance of a constitu- 
tional organization, vvoexpodt thoj ploto 

protest in their primitive capacity, and not 
allow any porson, without excoption, hold- 
ing any ofHcc of emolument whatever, to 
sit as a roprosentitth o, except ho rosigns his 
soat and gooa before a constituency for re- 
election. Ho-oloction is an English prin- 
ciple to soouro the independence of the 
House, and tho govornmont tho confidence 
of tlx people, and if tho -Assembly is al- 
lowed to legislate 'he head of tlio ohiof de- 
partment in tho country into a scut, in 
urtjer to elouk it-, mysterious operations 



we may possibly have the disagreable duty 
to perfonu of reeordiug revelations not cal- 
culated to raise the colony in tho estima- 
tion of our. neighbors. The .-attempt to in- 
troducc another member from Nanaimointo 
tho House is such a flagrant ontrago on free 
institutions, that we hope the gentleman 

nominated will show his good sense to re- 
sign, — and let the country sec that British 
Americans place a higher estimate on them- 
selves. In schedule A, of the old Reform 
Bill in England* such a radically rotten bo- 
rough cannot bo found as Nanaimo. It 
is ertpcoted of independent members that 
they will refuse to sit, if it is insisted that 
Mr, Barnston must take his seat. 

We ha\ before slated that in a House of 
I fifteen nicnib >rs, there are reasons apparent 
which would make it advantageous to tho 
country to re-elect a majority of tho present 
members. But we cannot by any means 
jeoiiMMitto their remaining, or to deforing 
; the tim i nf going before a constituency to 
obtain a seat in tho now House. What is 
required of tho presont mom bora is simply 
to pass a franchise bill which is calculated 
to satisfy tho ci untry. Property qualifica- 
tion of aiombcrs should be ignored entire- 
ly. It i> un-English and impolitic, — and 
restricts too much the voice of tho people. 
Tho idea that men of straw or ultras will 
be elected is an absurdity. We trust to tho 
good sense of the electors w ho will hour the 
burdens of the country, — and not to 
make members take the loan of a (nulli- 
fication, — as it has bcon doni too often in 
England, and her colonies when the 
representative qualification was in vogue. 
Our candid' opinion is that tho country will 
never prosper until such time asn very lib- 
eral Franchise bill i-- passed and a new ele- 
ment elected. That there is necessity fur 
a land qualification we do not bolie\ c. A tax j 
paying franchise is sullieicnt to satisfy the 
country, — and that alone; and by every 
consideration of fairness and common jus- 
tice it should lain it. The danger either 
of financial embarrassment or ultra legisla- 
tion wo cannot perceive The constitution j 
effectually places a a bur against cither 
With an Upper House properly constituted 
with liberal conservative members, — with 
tic veto oftho Governor, and' thai ofller 
.Majesty, we can SCO no good reason, why 
the pi cut Ili.u-o -hoiild not at once pa-ssj 

such a bill as we have pointed out. This 
would reach all our substantial citizens, — 
end besides provido a rovenuo now that it 
i.- v. anted. — and afford statistics upon which 
the new [Iouso could rely. 

Now is tic time tor tho people to .-peak 
out their sentiments. And if tho I louse 
will persist in forcing op tho country so 
odious a measure as a bogus reform, they 
should rou strato in dignifiod and unmis- 
takable language, not only to the Assembly 
but the t.'ouucil and Governor. It must be 
insisted on that the present Houbo must be 
dissolved, — if not by act, then by preroga- 
tive of the Crown.

THE ALLEGED CJSTOM HOUSE FRAUDS. 

On Wednesday, Charles Auticey Angelo, 
Into Receiver and Deputy Collector in the 
I Victoria Custom House, whose arrest we 
I noticed in our last issue, was brought into 
Court before Mr. .Justice Pomborton, on an 
information by Mr. Waymond Ilamly, 
charging him with having embezzled $21.56 
on Permit No, 725, rocoived in his capacity 
of Itocoivor. Mr. Pcarkos, the Crown So- 
licitor, appeared for the prosecution and 
Mr. Crease lie- the dcfcndont. 

The Crown Solicitor applied to the ma- 
gistrate lor a remand until Monday, in or- 
der that the result of the council of inquiry 
then sitting might be ascertained previous 
to proceeding with rho case. At the pre- 
sent time it was impossible to arrive at the 
extent of tin.- defalcations, but in the course 
of a few days the matter would have under- 
gone a thorough investigation, and the 
necessary evidence would lie forthcoming. 

Mr. Crease before acceding to a postpone- 
ment made an application for dn order for 
tho delivery to 'he prisoner of his private 
papers which had been taken from him. 
These paper- would be of great service in 
eliciting tho truth, ami ill doing so would 
establish his client's innocence oftho char- 
ges la-ought against him. 

The Crown Solicitor opposed tho applica- 
tion, as the papers were part of the 
evidence in the case, and wcro in the 
possession of the Crown.
